On the evening of 22 Oct a group of approxi- 
mately 25 fascists attacked a Freedom Club event 
at the Melbourne Anarchist Resource Centre. They 
approached prepared to attack, armed with steel 


poles. 


When they arrived at the door they attempted to 
force their way in but the occupants held the door. 
When the fascists began trying to smash the front 
windows, the anarchists reacted with decisive 
force, successfully repelling the fascists and 
defending their space with poles, fists and a hail of 
bottles. The fighting spread onto the street closing 


off 4 lanes of traffic and the 2 tram lines. Even 

the next morning the streets were still covered 

in broken glass from the hundreds of bottles that 
fell like rain on the fascist bastards. Facing this 
determined resistance they retreated, running and 
limping back to their holes nursing their bruises 
and much reduced egos. 


The MARC has been frequently attacked by the 
fascists, including an incident where some mem- 
bers of Blood and Honour broke into the space 
and threatened some members of an anti-rape 
activist group, and there have been many fascist 
graffiti attacks to the building and surrounding 
streets. 


All over Australia, politicians, and the mass media 
increasingly use racism to garner popular support 
from the middle class and workers lacking class 
consciousness. Fascist groups are becoming more 
active with the tacit approval of the bourgeoisie. 


They are running in elections as "Australia First 
Party" and "Australian Protectionist Party", they 
are putting up propaganda like stickers and graffiti, 
gathering on the street posing as "concerned citi- 
zens" against immigration or against "sharia law", 
and making violent attacks against anyone they 
perceive as "unaustralian". 


This same night was the anniversary of the death 
of a member of the Southern Cross Soldiers, 

an Australian fascist group. We believe it is no 
coincidence that there were several other reported 
fascist/racist attacks that night throughout the city. 


This incident was not only an attack on one self 
organised social space, it was an attack on all 
revolutionaries and people who fight against 
authority and domination. With their attacks they 
attempt to terrorise the local neighbourhood and 
all those who fight fascism and racism, but on the 
contrary it only makes us more defiant. 


We are anarchists, our thirst for a life with dignity 
is insatiable and we will not tolerate to be slaves 
and captives. If the fascists think that they can 
be publicly active and be allowed to continue to 
spread their hate, racism, and authoritarianism 
they are deluded. With solidarity as our weapon 
we fight for a world of equality, without states or 
borders and we will oppose the fascists and all 
enemies of freedom at every turn.

As we explain in the following notes, the point is not the greater or lesser honesty of the individual 
journalist or photographer, but rather the role of the media apparatus itself. That mass media has 

the pretension of being the total representation of reality is made obvious by this simple fact: for it, 
anyone who refuses to speak with journalists, “doesn’t want to communicate with anyone". As if it was 
impossible to communicate in a direct manner, without the filter of the press and television.

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It is the same attitude that the political authorities have: anyone who refuses 
any relationship with them, so they tell us, refuses dialogue with everyone. 
And yet, despite the great steps forward in social domestication, the world 
is not just populated by authorities, cops and journalists.

The mass 
media is an integral part of the ruling order. As such, it forces participation, 
excludes, recuperates and represses at the same time.

Thoughts and actions hostile to this society must not appear. They must De silenced, 
falsified or rendered incomprehensible. Silencing when their very existence is an attack 
against the constituted order.

Rendering incomprehensible when the media is forced to 
concede some partial truth to revolt, so that its total meaning goes unnoticed. The media 
takes every means of autonomous expression away from the powerless.

The streets are filling up with more and more police. Each cop hides 
a secret: that it's easy to attack. Everywhere they aren't - and they can't 
be in all places at the same time - there are banks, real estate offices, 
car showrooms, airline offices, supermarkets, surveillance cameras, 
ticket machines, blank walls, advertisements. And every time they 
tighten their laws and their occupation of our neighborhoods, that which 
constitutes an attack becomes more accessible, more common, more 
easy.

When they try to impose total control over public space, every disobedi- 
ence and spontaneity can be an act of rebellion.

Acts of rebellion will not abolish the state in pieces. And they won't have 
a gradual visible effect. The state imposes an artificial stability. Under 
the urban asphalt the social tensions can grow discreetly, until an unpre- 
dictable moment when they burst forth and destroy that stability. History 
doesn't change in peaceful waves, but in violent ruptures. But if we wait, 
be it for waves or for ruptures, while the state busies itself every day 
with winning the contest, we won't be able to facilitate the rupture or be 
prepared when it comes. 


We have to prepare ourselves. Yet while preparation is very important, 
courage and ease of action are more important still, and one does not 
attain these qualities talking and drafting proposals for hours on end, 
having to meet for three weeks before realizing an action. Ease of action 
is attained after the action. Courage is attained with practice, or with 
groups of friends who are also afraid but decide to confront this fear 
together. 


We need affinity groups that are well put together, that have an agility to 
attack and to respond to social realities. If the security guards assault an 
immigrant in the metro, an affinity group in that neighborhood should be 
able to respond with sabotage the same night. If we work on this agility, 
we will be able to respond immediately when there is a rupture, and in 

a rupture the first reactions of the society can characterize everything 
that follows. That is to say, with our response, we can change history. If 
we have to wait one week to plan a response, we can't: because then it 
wouldn't be a response, it would be a ritual. 


Even when there are no ruptures nor even much social tension, our 
actions continue to be valuable. If there are attacks, they can serve as 
references for the rest of society, making visible that there is conflict and 
disagreement. Seeing that conflict is a fact, they might change their idea 
of the legitimate response in these situations. We will not win over large 
masses as long as the system appears to be functioning normally, but 

in the moment when they are searching for tools beyond the democratic 
and the controlled in order to respond to the indignity of living in this 
system, they will remember your actions.

This is not to say 
we can ignore the media or any other elite institution and it will go away. 


[Sometimes we have even seen that 
icontradictions between the institutions 
can be exploited, and the media can be 
temporarily used against the police. But 
hey must not be the audience for our ac- 
ions, nor our means of communication. 
When we attack, we do not do it for them. 
But if the people in the neighborhood 
don't know that we have risked ourselves 
to attack the system - and every attack 
against capitalism should also be an act 
of love - this makes us sad. More actions 
can be carried out in broad daylight, 
checking out the surrounding streets first 
to make sure there's no passing patrols, 
dedicating thirty seconds to your target - 
all the while greeting the witnesses with a 
well masked smile - and disappearing into 
the multitude. In this way a simple paint- 
ing or broken window becomes a public 
event, a little rupture in normality that will 
affect the rest of the day of everyone who 
saw it and infiltrate in their conversations 
with colleagues and family. 


ometimes clandestin- 
ity, acting at nighttime, 
is necessary. Some- 
times our goal is not 
to communicate but 
to cause damage, to 
sabotage, if only for a 
while, the workings of 
the machine. But we 
should never forget: 
going alone against the

society, we cannot sur- 
vive, not as revolution- 
aries, and not even as 
healthy human beings. 
Without losing our own 
identity or collaborating 
with the institutions, we 
have to participate in 
the movements and so- 
cial struggles.

The opportunity of this moment is the opportunit 
for mass social rebellion. And within this is the ne 
cessity for those that consider themselves alread 


The activist project is the maintenance of a self-aggrandising, elitist and fictitious movement. It is a po- 
liced theatre of diversion and deference organised by social managers and leftist incompetents. It is an 
easily infiltrated and repressed illusion full of substitute activities for the well-meaning to waste their time 
with. How useful for the State to have open umbrella organisations of activism which can pressure peo- 
ple into certain types of conforming and exploitable democratic behaviour, all under the double-speak 
banner of ‘inclusivity’, ‘consensus’ and ‘diversity of tactics’. Activism is ‘political’ thought and ‘political’ 
engagement as an impediment to real struggle. 


It is the very experience of embedding oneself in a ‘politically-conscious’ scene and the rules that are 
built up within it that can lead to paralysis and counter-revolution. In the moment when you need to de- 
fend yourself, pick up and throw stones or set fire to a target or barricade, those already entrenched ina 
morass of theories, debates and dubious ideas of alliance and affinity, many of those who imagine them- 
selves holding some kind of blueprint for social change or revolution and feeling the need for ‘interven- 
Коб, pause, and pack off from tha slash. 
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We will not attend any "anti-cuts" activist gatherings nor will we send 'delegates' as if we were some 
organisational department or cheap NGO. We are not for continuing any of the structures or concepts 
given to us by democracy. 


Those who would 'intervene' must take some time to ask them- 
selves whether they simply wish to constrain within their own 
limits of thought, understanding and action, an emerging re- 
bellion. Let the young people create new, unpredicted path- 
ways. Let us break our own patterns, and then destroy 
that most insidious police force — that within us which 
wields batons of ideology, and which hides it's own im- 
potence, historical inefficacy and fear behind crash 
barriers of 'necessary infrastructure' and 'organisa- 

tion’. We want the time to see what comes out of 

real chaos. Out of rebellion into freedom. 


Formalising a struggle too early leads to the 
death of that conflictual tension; without for- 
malisation there is only social force, which can- 
not be repressed through its representations, 
it spreads and detonates social conditions 
through existing class conflicts and rage. It 
eventually finds fluid form in informal group- 
ings of affinity through which we can commu- 
nicate as equals, rather than as stereo-types. 
Self-management HIERE WT Ie 
everyday drudgery, begins through organis- 
ing attacks; it is in the highly charged space 
of the attack — the experience of freedom - that 
the individual and collective mind, realising in 
an instant its volition, power, self-determination 
and willful vitality, can escape dated concepts 
and forms. 


We are not suggesting that we'll not engage in the 
student uprisings - or any other uprising - but we'll 
do so with the aim of meeting others with whom we 
might share a theoretical and tactical affinity for the 
purpose of social revolution. 


We know who we are, what we think and what we de- 
sire. We'll continue acting as we always have, alongside 
and within the coming storm. Understanding these parameters of 


our own consciousness and practice of engagement, 
what we plan for is to ride this new social energy, to 
enable it to give more power to the attacks that we 
anyway make, and hope that by contributing along- 
side the new rebel class - not by intervening in its 
development, we can broaden the struggle without 
imprisoning its potentiality within the usual cage of 
reasonable dissent, activism and identity politics. 
We wish to leave space for others to do the same. 
It will not be the case that if we attended a meeting 
of students, we would succeed in persuading them 
all to our vision of rebellion or of an alternative future 
world. Nor is there any possibility that at such a meet- 
ing, we would be persuaded suddenly to a position of 
reform or non-violence. As far as we are concerned, 
the system can only be fought through widespread 
violent means at street-level, blockading and sabo- 
taging the flow of the economy, spreading the distri- 
bution of resources to the social majority and halting 
wage slavery through mass force. 


As we are seeing, the anger is encompassing those 
people who are not part of the student movement, but 
have every reason to hate the police and the system. 


No more will we remain con | n in w 
can draw a clear line between ourselves an e en- 
emy, the exploiter class. 


We call on all those who have made a decision to 
attack to develop our efforts and interlinked struggles 
at the base. Let's forge an aggressive push against 
the global system and it's representations.

In Marx, the alienation concept is applied to the process of labor in the 
creation of commodities which represent externally the value that should 
be attributed to a concrete use-value; the commodities produced actually 
embody the labor appropriated from the laborer. This of course leads to the 
role alienation plays in the capitalist mode of production, whether mo- 
nopolized or in the modern disseminated, post-Fordist format. This is one 
of those pesky internal contradictions Marxists are always raving about, 
and the sort of canned response to this is"Well why don't you just not buy 
them?" The unfortunate part is that commodities aren't simply left to that 
vacuous sphere of buying/selling, but actually have massive distorting 
influence over the way humans interact at all. They form the social element 
of the capitalist mode of production, a space that by necessity is under 
constant assault from capitalism for the creation of new use values. In this 
way the commodity is posed as a tool for gaining validity, and identity... 
but not just a tool, rather the only possible tool. There are of course other 
venues, but there is no music scene, cultural identity, or high-school that 
isn't targeted by corporate entities in a way that actually qualifies the pos- 


sibilities of their interactions. It's obvious to anyone that capitalism has become 
the only game in town, the naturalized frame constituting the only available 
terms of debate. Fortunately we aren't deterministically doomed to perpetu- 

ally mediated life, because there is a dialectic element to our historical model: 
humans have the agency to interact with their economic situation, and alter the 
conditions of their lives, though this change remains qualified by the preexisting 
conditions. The problem of subjectivity has a particular ailment under capitalism, 
an existence that leads to sevêfe Mental trauma, and usually to some degree

"You're looking 
at me as if to tell me that | need you to fill me 
up, as if Рт an empty space, but | love you 
too but...| can't exist by myself, because I’m 
afraid of myself, because I’m the maker of 
my own evil. Goodness is only some kind of 
reflection upon evil. That's all it is..." The void 
left by the negation of one's subjecthood is experienced as a 
unfillable void. Recognizing what was once herself in the double, 
she begins a process of labor for it, a master/slave dichotomy that 
transcends Hegel's hopeful hypothesis of negating negation: it is a 
pure alienation. In the film the disease spreads, eventually erasing 
the majority of the population. It ends with the 
sounds of sirens and bombs dropping; the end 
of the world. Like commodities, the doubles 
are incapable of production, existing only as 
reified abstractions, which is why they require 
the labor of the former subjects. As with the 
alienation and projection of essence onto a 
godhead, the double can only contain subject- 
hood projected onto it: in reality, the double 
is only an object. This is perhaps why Mark at one point almost 
casually remarks "God is a disease". The result of this negation 
process is un-dialectic, since it is only a process of mediation. 
In the Hegelian dialectic, negation is an element in a creative 
process; he even suggests that negation is a necessary element 
to our understanding of time itself. Negation, however, must be 
enacted by subjects toward objects, at least until, in Hegel's 
discourse, we reach a point of reunion of subject/object through 
the aforementioned "negation of negation". The god-disease 
constructing the doubles represents the mode of production, the 
only fully “agent” element in this process. The negation it incurs 
is what Hegel would call an "indeterminate negation", one that 
halts instead of aids movement.. The human (labor/subject) and 
the double (object-of-labour/object) are directed by its course. 
However, once it has achieved total mediation, there are no longer 
any subjects to maintain the production, and everything falls to 
pieces. Rather than a unification, it is the totality of the object. The 
double in the film takes a physical form, but what if, like aliena- 
tion, it could also assume the form of the abstract? Or somewhere 
between the two?
